Canadian manufacturers 
tomobiles are, of course, opposed 
to a reduction of tariff which | 
would increase the competition | 
from American-made cars, and 
possibly stimulate importation 
from Great Britain, France and) 
Germany. What the Canadian 
manufacturer would like to see 
would be a _ reduction of that 
amount on accessories and parts, 
which would have the effect of 
reducing the price of completed 
cars and still would not increase 
competition from the United States 
manufacturers of automobiles. A 
reduction in the sales tax is also 
urged by the Canadian manufac- 
turers. 

The attitude of the Canadian 
wnanufacturer is revealed by R. S. 
McLaughlin, president of General 
Moters of Canada, as follows:— 


“With mounting taxation the 
protection afforded by the tariff 
has been materially reduced from 
former years, in so far as the 
Canadian manufacturer is con- 
cerned. @onsideration of condi- 
tions would seem to indicate that 
one of the elements of real pros- 
perity that we lack is lower tax- 
ation. 

“It is possible that a point may 
be reached where taxation is so 
heavy that it curbs initiative, makes 
the profitable operation of business 
nearly impossibte, forces salary and 
wage reductions, thus reducing the 
purchasing power of the nation, 
and hampering the safe and profit- 
able employment of capital. 

“In other words, excessive taxa- 
tion tends to keep prices higher 
than they should be, and forces the 
consumption to be less, which, in 
turn, reduces the manufacturers’ 
volume and profit. 

“All the foregoing is particularly 
applicable to the automotive indus- | 
try, and all its related industries, | 
such as parts, raw materials, acces- 
sories and tire manufacturers, 
dealers, garage owners; gas and oil ; 
refineries, railroads, transportation 
companies, etc.”’

the overwhelming majority of 42 to 21 will probably 
result in the measure as now written becoming a law. Natur- 
ally the automotive industry is delighted at this acknowl- 
edgment of the justice of its contentions. If the Senate 
Finance Committee had not insisted in reinserting in the 
House bill the 2 per cent. tax on motor trucks and other auto- 
motive imposts, the House bill might possibly have ridden 
through as it was written. The obvious injustice of the 
revised bill undoubtedly caused its defeat. 

Some weeks ago the Automotive Daily News in com- 
menting on the situation made the statement that out of 
the welter of conflicting opinion in Washington there might 
very possibly come a pleasant surprise for the automotive 
industry. Such a surprise has come and the automotive) 
executives who have conducted the campaign for tax relief 
have the satisfaction of knowing thet chey foughi a good) 
fight, asking no charity but simple justice, and apparently 
they have won. 


Federal Aid Road System Reaches 
Entire Nation 
M 


ORE than 90 per cent. of the entire population of the 

United States lives within ten miles of some portion) 

of the Federal Aid Highway System. Every town in the 

United States of 5,000 people or over is touched by a part of} 
the 187,406 miles constituting the stystem. 

In this day of development of highway trans- 
portation and its accompanying commercial possi- 
bilities, it is impossible even to estimate the value 
of such a comprehensive transportation system. Its 
benefits cannot be confined to any one state or to 
any one group of states. The motorist no longer 
recognizes the state line when he and his family go 
for a ride. He spends his dollars as willingly in 
New York as he does in Nevada. And the signafi- 
cant part of it is that because of the improved inter- 
state highways, the Nevada dollar finds itself in 
New York with greater frequency and regularity 
than ever before. 

Like the highways, railroad development has been 
fn no small measure to the co-operation and aid of the | 
Federal government. As an encouragement to transporta-) 
tion development, the United States government gave the 
railroads of the country 158,293,736 acres of good land from 
the public-domains. The Federal government’s interest in 
the newer transportation system makes possible a more 
intensive development of all resources and keeps the high- 
ways as the property of the public. 

Federal aid for highways has been in effect since 1916. 
During the time between its inception and June 30, 1925, 
approximately 60,000 miles of highways have been improved 
in which Federal aid paid part of the cost. 

The true accomplishment of Federal aid is measured in| 
unifying the national highway system by co-ordinating state | 
systems; in securing highway location according to prin- 
ciples of engineering and economics, rather than according 
to the dictates of local political expediency; in insuring fair 
and competent plans and specifications; in securing ada- 
quate maintenance after the highways were built, and in 
setting an example in design, construction and administra- | 
tion that Federal aid in highway construction has rendered | 
its greatest service to the public.
